Those who flr 
endowed with energy are sure to be bishop 
eldern, fir<4 counsellors, or Bomtthing 
other, wliorc they will bnvo the handling 
the tithing, nucl are the corner Ktonfis of th 
church. 


"This tithing is R sort of tax upon eac 


producer to defray the expenses of tho 
ernmeiit (i. e., the church) ; aud iu this cas 
tho word means a tenth part of each family 
earning!: or produce. Thus, if a man raise 
ten biiKhc-ltj of corn, he must deliver th 
tithiug, or one bushel, to the bishop of li 
town. From tho store thus formed th 
bidhop draws to entertain any travellers wh 
happen along, as he being the head man 
the town, his house is a hotel; all stranger 
are directed to it, as a mlo to 'put up 
Almost invariably ho gets paid for his service 
by Gentiles ; and it is uot surprising, thai 
betwixt it, nil, a bishop is ahvays the wealth 
iest man iii n town ; and without difficult 
you can single out his house from the other 
by its greater proportions, finer finish, nut 
better architecture, unless the town happen:

So now, if any o 
you ever get into a Mormon, town (ns yoi 
will sooia) where there is no hotel, steer for 
the best looking house you see, aud you wil 


| not miss the bishop's, where you will always 


find the best to be had. Perhaps & dance 
will be iu progress as you ride up, if it is 
frontier settlement where they have no large 
public buildings ; though generally their 
fitudangotis are held in the schooIhousBS and 
meeting-ho uses, it being ur> sin, ns dancing 
is a part of the creed. I will tell

jibuut n dunce I went to ouo Christmas ni^ht. 
Jt was held iu a litto sioue building, "which 
served as schooihouse and meeting liou.ce. 
temple and tabernacle, city hail aud a rendez- 
vous for trading Navajoe-;.

Mr. Verry of Woonsocket has introduced a 


bill ia the senate providing that tho towns 
of Woonsocket, Cumberland, Kortb Smith- 
field, Burrillvile and Lincoln, shall constitute 
the county of Woonsockot, and Woonsockfit 
shall be tho county town. Aa far aa Lin- 
coln ia concerned, our court- and couuly 
business can bo much moro oonvenienlly 
transacted at Providence than in Woonsockst 
aud we are decidodly opposed to making auy 
more comities iu this litllo state. If wo 
wero to have our own way, wo would muko 
the whole stato i.nto ouo county; do away 
with every jail iu it except one, to be locfi- j 
ted on the slate farm,'where the state prison 
should also be placed; and, in addition, wo 
would havo a stalo work-houso on tho samo 
farm capable of receiving end taking care of 
all the paupers of the state. 


Wo beliovo all these, changes would bo 


economy. All tho criminals aud paupers 
could bo maintained not.ouly at a losa ex- 
pouso by Iho stalo at tho farm, but they 
would receive better care than they uow 
have iu lha several towns. As it uow is, 
somo of tho townn maintain a town farm, 
with superintendent and other salaried help 
to take oaro of four or fivo paupers aud of 
course it costs nearly as much as it would to 
board thorn at a hotel, and at the same time 
theydo not in all instances receive os kind 
trentmout as they should. 


We aro iu hopes that the I-'PIO is not far 


distant, when this will bs taken in charge by 
thfl Btato and all the stalo institutions bo 
located ou the beautiful farm which tiio 
slate owns, and which is admirably fitted 
for such a purpose. At any rate, wo jcu't 
need any new counties aud hardly think Mr. 
Vorry was iu earnest in his proposition but 
simply desired to show his constituents 
thnt Il6 was alive to their interests.

He became n very efficient educator, 
an author of popular text books, and of 
many valuable religious treatise, a brays, 
earnest, Christian reformer, an ominont 
preacher, and one of the most 
efficient, 


judicious and laborious of our bishops. 


Bishop Clark TV-US instinctively a, doubter. 


His mind demanded the clearest premises, 
and almost ft mathematical demonstration 
upon which to Btnnd, He thoroughly studied 
the foundations of revealed religion, and 
his inward experience and outward life gnv» 
tho most unaswerablo evidences of its di- 
vine nature. 


He passed under severe discipline In the 


loaa of members of his much beloved family 
circle. He was not a stoic, but ho was com- 
forted by a serene trust in God, and in hit 
revealed assurance of tho !i£o to como.
